Washington Impressions: There 
is in the nation’s capital a graver 
concern about the national secu- 

rity than at any- 
time since the 
desperate days 
after Pearl Har- 
bor. But this is 
a quite different 
one. Then there 
was anger. And 
resolve. It was a 
‘eeth-gritting de- 
;ermination to 
show the treach- 
erous Japanese what the nation 
could do. 


Today there is neither anger 
nor resolution. There is, despite 
the President’s speech on Monday 
evening which allayed few of the 
doubts it was designed to remove, 
a climate of fretting and _ ir- 
resolution. One senses a _ silack- 
ness, an undercurrent of doubt 
in the ability of the adminis- 
tration. It comes to the sur- 
face, as the daily papers show 
us, in attacks on the President's 
balanced budget insistence. It re- 
veals itself in the debate over the 
status of our missile program. It 
is exposed in the dilemma of the 
Democrats who want to spend 
more on our missiles but who 
know they are up against the 
public image of the President as 
the great war leader—and expert. 


After all, this man, the Presi- 
dent, was the man who “loosed a 
thousand ships and burned the 
topless towers of Nazism.” 


The people will believe him 
more than a senator—or a con- 


gressman. 


But there are other questions 
which run silent and deep in the 
wonder and the uneasy sense of 
doubt and fear which walk through 
conversation on cat feet like Carl 
Sandburg’s fog. 


This was the administration 
which, when the Russians put up 
their first sputnik, treated it with 
contempt and said we weren't in- 
= ge in playing such basket- 


Next War 


Who are the experts in the sort 
of war which the next one will 
be? Is the President, whose image 
of war is that which he loosed on 
the continent of Europe, aware 
of what the nuclear war will be? 


The mighty armada which was 
assembled to invade the continent 
would be reduced to wreckage 
in one great consuming flash. 


Several columnists of late have 
noted the President’s almost ob- 
sessive passion about the budget. 
He does this even though we do 
not have the necessary intercon- 
tinental missiles. He allows him- 
self to show irritation and to 
make the remarks foreign to his 
previous attitudes. 


There is almost no confidence 
in the Defense Department. Sec- 
retary McElroy could not salvage 
the shambles left by his prede- 
cessor. But this is perhaps not 
fair. After all, it is the White 
House which is the reservoir of 
decision and command. 


There runs through the military 
brow-knitting worry that the man 
who succeeds Secretary McElroy 
will be even less understanding. 


More Spending 


The Democratic leadership be- 
lieves the nation is not well pre- 
pared and defensively strong.

It heard from 
12 members of the hospital staff 
in a hearing of almost 11 hours 
Sunday. 


The committee has made a pre- 
liminary report to Gov. Vandiver, 
but the governor said he would 
make none of the findings public 
until the investigation is .com- 
pleted. 


PROBING IRREGULARITIES 


Gov. Vandiver established the 
committee to investigate reports 
of irregularities set out in affida- 
vits given to The Atlanta Consti- 
tution by hospital personnel. 


The affidavits allege that a 
nurse has performed major surg- 
ery on many occasions; that cer- 
tain surgery patients have been 
neglected; that a drug research 
program was conducted by a doc- 
tor with no committee control and 
no public accounting of the re- 
search funds; that investigational 
drugs were administered to mental 
patients without the consent or 
knowledge of the patients or their 
Jegal guardians, and that some 
doctors have been allowed to re- 
main on the staff after they had 
been reported drunk on duty. 


Dr. T. G. Peacock, hospital 
superintendent, confirmed that the 
committee questioned Dr. George 
W. Taylor, chief pharmacist, 
about “increases in withdrawals 
of narcotics and alcohol.” 


NOT MUCH INCREASE 


“Dr. Taylor said he told them 
there had not been much in- 
crease in withdrawals,” Dr. Pea- 
cock said. 


One of the witnesses who ap- 
peared before the committee Sun- 
day said that he told of seeing 
unqualified personnel administer- 
ing anesthesia without the super- 
vision of a doctor or an anesthe- 
tist. 


The witness, who is not an 
anethetist, told The Constitution 
that he acknowledged to the 
committee that he had adminis- 
tered anesthesia himself.

University’s “Standards for In- 
vestigations Involving Human Be- 
ings’’ has been issued by Dr. Ar- 
thur P. Richardson, dean of the 
School of Medicine. 


The standards, which require 
“rigorously defined and _  con- 
troled conditions’’ for all such in- 
vestigations, stipulate that ‘‘con- 
sent of the patient is absolutely 
essential.” 


“In the case of a mental pa- 
tient who is not competent to give 
consent, the consent of his guar- 
dian must be secured,”’ according 
to the standards. 


Dr. Richardson’s order was 
dated March 6, the day following 
an Atlanta Constitution article 
that reported investigational drugs 
were being administered at Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital without 
the consent of patients er their 
guardians, 


The article reported that the 
Milledgeville research program 
was being conducted by Dr. Zeb 
Burrell Jr. There is no commit- 

tee at the state hospital to de- 
termine which investigational 
drugs are to be administered. 


Dr. Richardson emphasized in 
his order the necessity for ‘‘the 


review of any proposed investi- 
gation of a new drug or new pro-

conference this summer, sources 
here said. 


The United States, Great Brit- 
ain and France will include the 
proposal in notes they plan to 
send to Moscow in a week. First 
drafts of the allied notes did not 
include the summit meeting offer, 
it was learned reliably, but new 
versions are being worked out. 


With their offer, the Western 
Allies seek to wrest the diplomatic 
initiative from Premier Khrush- 
chev and to demonstrate to the 
world their willingness to nego- 
tiate with the Russians in earnest. 
The decision to move more quick- 
ly toward the summit is regarded 
in diplomatic circles here as a 
distinct victory for Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan of Great Brit- 
ain. 


The U.S. decision to go along 
with this British view was reflect- 
ed in President Eisenhower's 
statement on the Berlin issue 
Monday night. He said that ‘‘as- 
suming developments that justify 
a summer meeting at the sum- 
mit” the United States was pre- 
pared to take part.

Remains the Same 


President Eisenhower’s fireside chat 
to the nation on Berlin and the over-all 
Soviet problem was of necessity a sort of 
mish-mash of things said before. 

It was somehow odd, however, to 
have him reassure us that the divisions 
of NATO and our allies in some 50 na- 
tions total 200 ground divisions. This 
was not quite honest if meant to indi- 
cate military strength in Europe. If it was 
presented ag an argument for the for- 
eign aid request now before Congress, it 
also was unconvincing. 

Otherwise, things are about as before. 
None knows what the Soviets plan. If 
they do make any concessions which in- 
dicate a foreign ministers’ conference 
might be able to work out an agenda for 
a summit meeting of the heads of govern- 
ments, the President will attend. 

None knows what the Soviets will do. 

But the President did let them know 
what he hopes they will do. And he 
made it plain that the issue is not merely 
that of Berlin. It isn’t. The chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Affairs Committee, 
Sen. Fulbright of Arkansas, has said he is 
in favor of a limited pullback of troops. 
So has Prime Minister Macmillan, who 
arrives from Britain tomorrow to discuss 
the problem with Mr. Eisenhower. 

It is possible, too, that Macmillan 
brings a formula from Moscow. There is 
a body of opinion in Europe which 
thinks that Premier Khrushchev would 
make & “deal” if the West would ac- 
cept, as a part of the package, a recog- 
nition of the Communist status of the sat- 
ellite countries. We are presently pledged 
to do all we can, outside direct military 
aid, to liberate them from Russia. The sad 
story of the Hungarians, who misunder- 
stood us on this point, is one of the trage- 
dies of our failure to make clear our 
policies. 

This view, which is entirely European, 
may be too optimistic. It may be, to put 
the worst light on it, that the Russians are 
convinced they have the power to get 
what they want. The most optimistic 
prospect is that there will be possible 
some sort, of deal which we can make 
without béing in the position of outright 
appeasement. c 

It is reliably reported that Khrushchev 
spoke to Prime Minister Macmillan “in 
the most contemptuous terms of a meet- 
ing by foreign ministers.” 

Khrushchev adopted the attitude that 
foreign ministers were “mere function- 
aries” and therefore utterly lacking in 
power. This is a typical totalitarian atti- 
tude. In the Soviet system the foreign 
minister is completely a functionary. This 
is not true in the United States, where the 
secretary of state has considerable in- 
fluence and following. Sometimes he is 
more highly regarded than is the Presi- 
dent. In Great Britain the foreign secre- 
tary has considerable personal prestige 
with the electorate. 

However much the Khrushchev po- 
sition may be true, we believe the Presi- 
dent is right in insisting that an agenda 
be worked out ahead of any summit 
meeting.

Grady Psychiatric Unit 
Could Be a Beginning 


Establishment of a psychiatric center 
in Atlanta would represent a most ef- 
fective advance in the prevention and 
treatment of mental illnesses. 

The plan proposed by Dr. T. F. Sell- 
ers, director of the State Health Depart- 
ment, and State Auditor B, E. Thrasher 
Jr., would place facilities within easy 
reach of the largest number of people. 

Nearly 29 per cent of the Milledgeville 
State Hospital’s patients come from 12 
counties in the Atlanta area, Dr. James 
Johnson of the hospital staff pointed out 
yesterday in stressing the advisability of 
setting up a psychiatric center in Atlanta. 

Even more important, though, is the 
fact that its location here would enable 
it to draw upon the services of top psy- 
chiatrists, psychologists and other mental 
health experts. 

Augusta would be the logical site for 
a similar center. Highly trained person- 
nel of the Medical College of Georgia 
would be available. In both Atlanta and 
Augusta a system for providing interns 
could be established easily. 

Sueh facilities would furnish great 
relief to the overcrowded Milledgeville 
State Hospital. 

Although the state eventually would 
realize savings as a result of such action, 
the immediate hitch is that of money. 

Nevertheless, the proposal should be 
kept in mind and steps taken toward ac- 
complishing the goal as soon as possible. 

Meanwhile, activation of the psychi- 
atric ward at Grady Hospital at least 
would be a beginning. Its idleness is the 
greatest waste of potential in the field of 
mental health in this area. 

It behooves all concerned, including 
the medical profession itself, to join in a 
vigorous movement aimed at putting the 
ward to the use for which it was in- 
tended.

Urban Problems Are 
With Us Permanently 


Barring unforeseen calamities, At- 
lanta and other Georgia cities are facing 
an era of unprecedented growth—even 
greater than in the past two decades. 
This growth follows a national trend. 

As we have pointed out here and as 
experts have been saying throughout the 
nation, state and national governments 
have been paying far too little attention 
to this trend and to the increasing role it 
is playing in our national life. 

In Birmingham this week the 37th an- 
nual Southern Conference of Building 
Owners and Managers is discussing the 
problems of cities. As those most con- 
cerned with the physical and economic 
growth, the matters about which mem- 
bers of the conference are talking deserve 
to be heard and considered. 

The big problem, of course, is how and 
where to raise revenues to finance enor- 
mous services which urban areas must 
have, although this is by no means the 
only problem. 

Lawrence A. McKinley, Atlanta busi- 
ness leader, told the Birmingham group 
yesterday that this city faces the prospect 
of a 25 per cent increase in property 
taxes unless other tax sources can be 
found. The alternatives, he pointed out, 
are a 1 per cent sales tax to be collected 
by the state for refunding to the cities; a 
constitutional amendment permitting the 
state to refund money to municipal gov- 
ernments and enforcement of the present 
state law which requires the revenue 
‘commissioner to equalize tax assessments. 

Proposing a nationwide study of prob- 
lems of urban areas, Sen. Lyndon John- 
son recently said that unless we find the 
answers to the problem, “We may well 
find many governments—all represent- 
ing the same people—working against 
each other to the detriment and harm of 
the people being served.” : 

Certainly this prospect about which 
Sen. Johnson is talking is no new devel- 
opment in Georgia. But unless the atti- 
tude of Georgia’s and other state gov- 
ernments change, the growing alliance 
between “Big Government in Washington 
Big Government at City Hall”

The 
father was “‘moral” all right, but 
neglected to listen to his son when 
he tried to tell him something— 
gave him a frown instead of a 
smile — criticized instead of 
praised, had nothing to talk to 
him about. 


This sort of thing makes me 
feel very sad. I wish there were 
some way that I could wake up 
all the parents of America to 
start making real homes for all 
the children of America. 

And regarding the second arti- 
cle, one line strikes me as sig- 
nificant: ‘There usually is no one 
at home for the youngster out of 
school.” Parents should be at 
home when their children get 
home from school — not only to 
prevent their getting into mis- 
chief, but to hear them tell about 
“their day’ and the important 
things in their little lives and to 
build up confidences with their 
children.

KANSAS CITY, Mo.—Here at 
mid-continent on the Great Bend 
of the Missouri River is the first 
city I've seen 
where literally it 
would not be ter- 
ribly inconven- 
ient to walk from iw 
the airport to the me 
hotel.

country. Daniel Morgan Boone, 
son of The Dan’l Boone, came 
here with his brother Nathan to 
open up the wilderness and show 
the skeptics Missouri was as rich 
and fertile and as inviting to set- 
tlement as the canebreaks of 
Kentucky. 

This first settler of Kansas City 
died here in 1839. His grave is 
a green plot of high ground on a 
Kansas City golf course. 

James Butler (Wild Bill) Hickok 
lived here. Before he went to the 
Black Hills of South Dakota, to 
be shot in the back by Jack Mc- 
Call, ‘‘Wild Bill” taught a course 
in pistol shooting at the Police 
Academy here. 

The city of Daniel Morgan 
Boone and Wild Bill Hickok has 
grown into a metropolis much 
like Atlanta in population and 
altitude at least—456,000 inside 
the city limits and from 700 to 
1,014 feet above the sea level.

No Con- 
gress can usefully challenge a president on the tactical details of 
his military planning as commander in chief. 


It cannot do so even on such 
immense details as his deliberate 
decision to allow the Russians to 
lead us in one weapon, the inter- 

For, right or wrong as he may 
be, this kind of question is one 
for the President alone as com- 
mander in chief. It amounts to a 
tactical war plan. Congress has 
no means to make tactical war 
plans, Constitutionally and in 
logic the missile decision is no 
different than a commander-in- 
chief's decision in wartime to com- 
mit all our forces on one battle- 
front at the risk of losing every- 
thing on other fronts. 

If the President is buying too 
many bombers and too few mis- 
siles, it is his business and his 
responsibility and not that of Con- 
gress, fateful as it may be, But 
year after year to reduce the 
Army and Marine Corps to the 
point where ultimately they will 
become irrelevant to warfare is 
quite another thing. This is far 
more than an exercise of a Presi- 
dent’s traditional right to cut up 
and direct the actual spending of 
the defense dollar provided by 
Congress. : 

This is not simply a proper 
commander-in-chief decision; it 
is a matter of the highest and 
most urgent political concerns. It 
is a case in which military policy 
is dominating what is constitu-

tionally a far higher thing, the 
very grand foreign policy of the 
United States of America. 

For to make the ground forces 
unable to guarantee our interests 
anywhere—as the President him- 
self has said they are unable to 
do now in Germany—is to para- 
lyze that high foreign policy. And 
Congress has the most intimate 
constitutional right to have a 
hand in that kind of policy. 

When the President says that 
we are “certainly not going to 
fight a ground war in Europe,” 
he is foreclosing foreign policy it- 
self. The only possible meaning 
is that, assuming no diplomatic 
settlement of the Berlin crisis 
can be reached and force must 
be used, that force will be atomic- 
hydrogen force. . 

In short, the progressive de- 
cline in the ground forces means 
a progressive inability to fight 
limited, non-atomic wars any- 
where for any purpose, And that 
means. a .progressive denial to 
Congress of its gravest power 
under the Constitution, the power 
to declare war. 

For the only alternative to lim- 
ited warfare—or appeasement— 
is nuclear warfare. And nobody 
can suppose that in such a war 
there would be even a moment to 
ask Congress anything at all be- 
fore pushing the buttons of holo- 
caust. 
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needs of men's bodies and souls. We recall His words of help and 
hope and we remember the stories He told of Prodigal Sons and 


Good Samaritans. 

Most of all, we think of what He 
was and of what He did. Our 
confidence for this life and the 
next is bound to His promises. 

Yet we are looking backwards. 
Our thoughts are returning to a 
historical setting ,and circum+ 
stance that is nearly 20 centuries 
old; Does it make you wonder 
whether we may not be seeking 
the living among the dead? May- 
be the young man was right who 
said that Jesus was a back num- 
ber. Maybe He didn’t know 
enough about our kind of modern 
world to be able to say anything 
really meaningful to us. 


Such suggestions have from time 
to time been made by serious- 
minded persons. So it may be 
worthwhile to think regarding the 
relevance of Jesus to men and 
women of this late period in 
history. 

I imagine that part of our trou- 
ble comes from the fact that our 
thoughts and lives are dominated 
by calendars and intimidated by 
clocks. We divide experience into 
past, present and future. We 
think of the past as being sepa- 
rated from the present in some 
kind of compartmentalized fashion. 


The trouble results from our

stances with unchanging realities. 

There is in a‘very real sense 
no separation between past and 
present, nor between present and 
future. This.is. especially true in 
the fields of morals and religion.

Warfare and satellites. He was 
concerned about none of these 
things, nor are we fundamentally 
concerned about them. Jesus was 
mightily concerned about people 
and about God. He was concerned 
about a man’s relation to God and 
to his fellow man. He was con- 
cerned about life's meaning and 
purposcs. Are these not the very 
things that we are basically in- 
terested in? If what I am saying 
is true, then it seems unreason- 
able to say that Jesus has no 
message for us. He teaches thé 
very things which we most wish 
to hear and most need to know. 

In a very real sense, Jesus is 
our Eternal Contemporary. And 
it was in some such sense that the 
New Testament wrifer expressed 
his ideas when he exclaimed, 
“Jesus Christ is the same yes- 
terday and today and forever” 
(Hebrews 13:8). 


Rockefeller Passes 
His First Vital Test 


WASHINGTON—If Nelson Rockefeller wants 
to be the Republican presidential nominee next 
year—and I know of no one who says he doesn't 


—he is going about it the right way. The best possible w for Rock- 
efeller to get ahead in national politics is not to try to bo ‘ahead in 
national politics but to prove by his works that he is.a courageous 
and skillful governor of New York State. . 


On the record of his first two- 
and-a-half months he is making 
a good beginning toward remov- 
ing one of the persistent question 
marks which overhang his future. 

Sure, everyone said, he is a 
charming candidate and an in- 
gratiating vote-getter. So what? 
Doesn't that mean that when the 
hard tests of public office come 
he will prove to be only a charm- 
ing and ingratiating governor is- 
suing Rockefeller reports and 
shaking hands very gracefully? 

Obviously what has happened 
during the first two-and-a-half 
months is not a final answer, but 
ok evidence thus far is on the 
side: 


That Gov. Rockefeller is a deci- 
sion-maker, not a report-maker. 

That he is a determined po- 
litical leader capable of uniting 
his party behind a politically un- 
popular program — increased 
taxes to pay for increased public 
services. 

That Gov. Rockefeller can 


govern. 
It is certainly an arguable point 
whether’ the stand which he has 


to feel that it would help more 
than hurt. What it does is: 

Show that Rockefeller~is a con- 
servative party leader who does 
not intend to neglect’ the public 
and social welfare services of the 
government. 

Prove that Rockefeller stands 
for fiscal responsibility and for 
& pay-as-you-go, not a borrow- 
as-you-go, policy. It is a stand 
for solvency which neither Gov. 
Harriman nor Harriman’s 
Republican-controlled Legislature 
would take. | 

But the larger significance of 
what happened in Albany this 
past -week when both houses of 
the Legislature passed his budget 
and -tax . program—with nearly 
every Republican voting with him 
and every Democrat voting 
against him—is that it revealed 
Rockefeller’s mastery—at least 
in this critical instance—of the 
art of political party leadership.

A 
couple of weeks ago I was surprised and 
gratified to get in the mail a copy of 
a gray-bound volume called “Confederate 
Stamps, Old Letters and History,”’ which 
Mr. Hubbell has just brought out. He is 
the author, editor and publisher of this 
yolume and its appearance in philatelic 
eircles is the realization of a lifetime 
dream. 


The book is full of little stories about 
Confederate letters, which are a specialty 
of Mr. Hubbell’s. But none of them is 
more interesting than his story of how 
as a boy in Buffalo, N.Y., in 1885 he made 
his first disastrous stamp trading deal. 


Young Raynor and his older brother 
discovered in their parents’ attic an old 
trunk full of letters and papers with stamps 
on them. The trunk had belonged to 
their grand-uncle who had been a promi- 
nent businessman. 


“In a few days an exceedingly well- 
dressed and pleasant man from New York 
came to Buffalo and put up at the old 
Genessee House. . . . It was just a couple 
of blocks from where our gang played 
ball in a vacant lot. He came around 
and mixed in our game. My, we never 
saw such a prince of a man! We had 
broken our bat. He bought the finest bat 
that could be bought in Buffalo for us and 
he fed us ice cream sodas until they just 
about ran out of our ears. All the time 
he was picking up the stamps we had 
and those we had traded to the other boys.” 


When Papa Hubbell heard what was 
going on he went up to the Genessee 
House to investigate but the stranger had 
checked out—feeling so good about some- 
thing, the hotel clerk told him, that he 
had bought a bottle of champagne before 
taking one of the old time horse-<irawn 
hacks to the depot. 


“That,” relates Mr. Hubbell, “was my 


speedily recovered apparently because his 
book is dedicated to his wife, Grace Rob- 
erts Hubbell, who started the book with 
him and died before it was finished. 


Personal reminiscences are only part of 
Mr. Hubbell’s book’s charm, It has pic- 
tures and stamp lore going back to the 
days when Georgia was, for a brief time 
between secession from the union and the 
formation of the Confederacy, “‘The Inde- 
pendent and Sovereign State of Georgia” 
and even had a Navy. 


He quotes letters from Captain John 
McIntosh Kell, who went to Japan with 
Admiral Perry and who persuaded Gov. 
Joseph E. Brown to establish a Georgia 
Navy. For 17 days he was in command 
of the Georgia Navy. 


Oh, Mr. Hubbell makes stamps a fas- 
cinating subject, all right. If I ever take 
them up it'll be because of something he 
has said or written, such as the tales in 
this book.

The hand diagram presented 
above may appear to hold little 
interest on a casual examination. 
The bidding sequence is complete- 
ly routine and after the perfect- 
ly normal lead of the queen of 
spades declarer should experience 
no trouble in making five hearts, 
losing only the king of diamonds 
and the ace of clubs. 

It might prove interesting for 
the reader, before proceeding 
further, to see if he can figure 
out how East and West managed 
to administer an upset. 


South won the queen of spades 
with the ace and promptly drew 
three rounds of trumps. He then 
led the queen of diamonds for the 
finesse. East won with the king, 
and it was quite apparent that 
the club suit must be attacked. 
Risking but an extra trick in the 
process, East went out to effect 
an upset by leading the queen of 
clubs.

Stones May Form 


In Several Organs 


In the gall bladder the basic 
cause of stone formation is still 
not exactly known. It is thought 
by many of us that when the nor- 
mal bile content of the gall biad- 
der is héld in it too long, chem- 


turn parts of the liquid bile into 


particles may be only soft or 
semisolid, when they are known 
as cholesterin stones, or calcium 
may gradually be added to them 
making them really hard. 


What holds the bile too long in 
the gall bladder?

Funny things—and sometimes people—turn up in a newspaper 
office. Looking through a desk drawer which hadn't been disturbed 
for years, I found an old deed to some land in Appling County. 
The deed was dated back in 1850, long before The Constitution 
was even founded, so I know it hasn't been here all the time. 


The deed is a land lot deed assigned to George W. Harrison, 
then secretary of state, for 490 acres of land in the 3rd District of 
Appling County. It was signed on Feb. 13, 1850, by Gov. George 
W. Towns. The deed bears an old-fashioned wax seal to hold its 
ribbons together. 


Other signatures on the deed are those of E. S&S. Candler, 
comptroller general; W. B. Tinsley, treasurer: Joshua A. Coffee, 
surveyor; James A. Butts, surveyor general, and a couple I can’t 
make out. 


I'll be glad to turn the deed over to anyone who can prove 
they should have it—or rather convince me they should have it, 


because I'm sure it is of no monetary value anymore, but might 
be of great sentimental worth to someone.

Death Finds Ehmke, 
Ex-Athletics Hurler 


PHILADELPHIA (# — Howard 
Ehmke died Tuesday, bringing 
back memories of one of base- 
ball’s most dramatic episodes. 


Ehmke, owner of a tarpaulin 
firm, passed away at the age 
of 65 of an unannounced ailment. 


Although the tall former major 
league pitched won 166 games, in- 
cluding a no-hitter, and lost 164 
in a 16-year career, it was his 
final victory that made him a 
baseball legend. 


Three weeks before the end 
of the 1929 season, manager 
Connie Mack of the Philadelphia 
Athletics summoned Ehmke for 
a conference in the skipper’s 
famed tower office. 


So the story goes, Mack told 
Ehmke, a second line hurler on 
the powerful American League 
Athletics, that the pitcher was 
going to start the first game of 
the 1929 World Series, 


But Ehmke . pitched. Not only 
did he win, but he struckout 13 
batters, erasing the series record 
of 12 set in 1906, by big Ed 


Walsh. Ehmke’s victims that 
afternoon included Rogers Horns- 
by, Hack Wilson and Kiki Cuyler, 
twice each, plus Riggs Stephen- 
son and Gabby Hartnett. 


Of the 13, he got 12 on swing- 
ing third strikes and the first 
pitch to 26 of the 27 men he got 
out was a strike. The most 
memorable strikeout to Ehmke 
was the last out of the game.
